The search for the body reunited the 
divorced parents, each of whom has 
married again, and the husband of Mrs. 
frown and Hutton’s second wife worked 
side by side with the parents 3% hours 
while efforts were being made to re- 
cover the young man’s body. 

Father Sees Sen Drown. 

Young Hutton, who lived at 2135 Eu- 
genia street, St. Louis, and Was a car 
ix.spector for the Illinois Central Rail- 
road, was drowned Thursday evening 
while swimming in the river below Pitts- 
burg Dyke, a mile south of the free 
bridge. His father..Thomas Hutton, 
vho had floated from Alton in a house- 
boat to visit his son, saw the young 
man go down in ® feet of water and 
jumped from the boat to rescue him. 
He was caught in quicksand and was 
unable to reach the youth. 

Hutton telegrapbed the news of the 
death to his divorted wife, Mrs. Brown, 
and she and her second husband imme- 
diately ieft Litchfield to join in the 
search for the body. When they 
reached the river bank Hutton’s second 
wife met Mrs. Brown and consoled with 
her, while the husband directed the men 
with grappling irorcs. 

When darkness {«ll Friday night Mrs. 
Brown and Mrs. Hutton remained at the 
windows of the bout and were side by 
side as the sun was rising Saturday 
and the body came to the surface. 

Divorced Couple Recenciled. 

Hutton and his divorced wife re- 
conctied, walked arm in arm while the 
son's body was carried to a wagon and 
they went together to the Benner- 
Brichler morgue. They were followed 
by Brown and Mrs. Hutton No. 2, who 
offered consolation to the grief-stricken 
parents. 

The Huttons were divorced five years 
ago. The father went to Alton to live 
and the son came to St. Louis. A yea 
later the wife married D. J. Brown and 
went to Litchfield. Hutton married a 
few months later and his wife accom- 
panied him in the houseboat on the 
visit to St. Louis to see his son.

Recently, it is 
said, he came into prospects of an in- 
heritance, and one of his first acts 
was to have his attorney, Glenn Jones, 
flle a new suit.

A in authorship, Nathaniel C. Fow 

ler Jr. would “heartily welcome 
the portrayal of sin and even of many 
things which Mrs. Grundy would call 
improper if there is a moral and up: 
iifting object back of them.’ He in- 
dulges in obiter dicta of this kind at 
times in his “Art of Story Writing, 
which may not elevate the youthful lit- 
erary artists he purposes to form. 

As a rule, however, his directions for 
writing the best novels, the best short 
stories, the best plays, the best poems 
and the best of everything else are re- 
liable and simple. They may be war- 
ranted to raise the standard of Ameri- 
can literature when carried out. Carry- 
ing them out is the only difficulty, but 
it may not be really as hopeless as 
belling the cat. 

“Those who “have it in them” mey 
get it out with Fowler’s assistance. He 
is quite candid in telling them, how- 
ever, that they may make their worst 
mistake in thinking they have it in 
them, especially if it is poetry. He is 
not over-sanguine about the rest of it. 
though he is perfectly confident that 
it has only to Be done in the right way, 
as he directs, to insure success for ali 
who have it in them. Leaving the ques- 
tion of ‘““‘What is Art?’ as soon as he 
can, he devotes most of his book to 
methods of marketing output, so as to 
get a present living out of ft, if possi-

And 980 per 
cent of it is put there by the Street Department 
In an article in an afternoon paper recently the 
Assisant Street Commissioner, who was in charge, 
says, that: “So far as he knew the city had been 
dumping its street sweepings in the river for 
years.” I wish to ask, if that is a reason for its 
continfance? A custom that is injurious to 
health and happiness should be stopped at once 
Somebody ought to be big enough to put an end 
to such practices. I know that the reply to this 
by the officials will be that there are no funds 
for such purposes, but there is always a way to 
get them if gone after in a proper manner. The 
taxpayers are willing and reafly to pay for some- 
thing that abates a nuisance; and the custom of 
throwing objectionable refuse containing quan- 
tities of bacteria into the river is certanly a 
nuisance. Let those who are pald for such work 
determine what is the best way to dispose of 
these wastes, and if they are not well enough in- 
formed to do it, let the city employ someone who 
is, and to decide it, let It go to the people for a 
vote. 

The press told us that there were two bids re- 
ceived for receiving and disposing of the city’s 
garbage at a letting conducted by the B. P. I early 
this summer.

He saw that the 
Japanese were earliest to recognize 
how vitally important it was that 
each soldter carry his own “first 
treatment’ for wounds and possess 
the proper knowledge ° to apply the 
antiseptic bandage that prevents in- 
fection from air or earth. 

Dr. Seaman’s career as a volunteer 
in the medical service of the United 
States began with the Spanish-American 
War in 188 when he was appointed 
Major and surgeon of the First Regt- 
ment U. 8 V. Engineers. Since that 
time he has been an indefatigable work- 
er for the elevation of the position of 
the military surgeon, to secure for him 
power in time of war as well as peace 
to prevent frightful loss of life from 
unnecessary and preventable causes. 
Such depletion of the fighting force in 
all wars has been as least five and 
often fifteen times greater than those 
from dattle casualties. This reform was 
taught by the Japanese, where the usual
